LONDON, July 8.—Lloyd-George's 
stutement that Viscount Haldane’s 
recent speech regarding a munitions 
conference last October was in parts 
incomplete and in others wholly inac- 
curate has come as a veritable blow.

Haldane, i opens a flood of political 
speculation. 

The British Weekly, 
versally regarded us ‘Lloyd-George's 
unofficial mouthpiece, elwborates the 
situation, Jt declares that Haldane’s 
speech is read with amazement. The 
British Weekly goes on to declare 
that it is a matter of common know- 
ledge that the shortage of munitions 
even graver than the minister of 
munitions himself, in his refreshingly 
old speeches, has ventured to tell the

“The business cannot rest as it is,’ 
it continues.

LONDON, July 8. Interest still 
centres in southern VPolam, where 
the ‘Russians, strengly reinforced 
with both men and guns, and with 
their railways and the fortresses of 
Ivangorod and Brest-Litovsk to draw 
upon, have held up the Austro-Ger- 
man attempt to outtlank Warsaw 
from the southwest. The Austrians 
tonight made the admission that be- 
fore superior Russian forces they 
have withdrawn to the hills to the 
north of Krasnik, 

Further heavy fighting must occur 
in this region, but the ‘Russian mili- 
tary writers express contidence that 
now any effort of the Germanic 
allies to deliver a lightning blow has 
been discounted, and that the Grand 
Duke's army will be able to hold its 
positions, and perhaps drive the in- 
vaders back. 

While this is going on, it is be- 
lieved that there is little probability 
of the Germans detaching any part 
of their eastern armies for a renewed 
offensive in the west, and that if such 
a move is made it must be under- 
taken by fresh troops. There is al- 


ready heavy fighting at several 
points in the west. notably in the 
Woevre district, where the French 
have regained some of the ground 


which they had lost to the southeast 
of St. Mihiel. and at Souchez, where 
the French have made a further ad- 
Vance toward the village. But there 
is no evidence as yet.of the arrival 
of any new armies,, which Dutch fé- 
ports persistently repeat, ure being 
moved through Belgium.

| half-hour. At hoth of the 
meetings Mr. Patterson had been al- 
lowed an hour in four periods of 
fifteen minutes, but for some reason 
was given only two periods of fifteen 
minutes at Lacombe, In fact, when 
some personal statements had been 
made because of the character of Mr. 
Windle’s openeing remarks, Mr, Pat- 
terson was left only about twenty 
minutes in which to discuss the act. 
At the close of the meeting, Mr. 
Windle spoke for one and one-haif 
hours. 

In the first two periods, ‘Mr. Windle 
played around his subject, advancing 
| little, save the question of compensa- 
| tion, to which there was an oppor- 
| tunity to reply. His criticism of the 

liquor act were puerile in the ex-

‘Smith was only the champion of 
England," asserts Andrews.
